; We have identified three major areas where the current separa-
tion of the state’s recycling programs results in missed opportu-
nities to more effectively and comprehensively address the
state’s recycling goals:

� Public Outreach and Education

� Recycled Material Market Development

� Sharing of Technical Expertise
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Recommended Reorganization of Recycling
And Waste Management Programs

; Consolidating state’s recycling programs opens door to other
reorganization issues. While we recommend consolidating the
state’s recycling programs in a single agency, this opens the
door to evaluating the organizational placement of the following
programs:

� Related waste prevention programs in CIWMB.

� The remaining programs in CIWMB focused on the regula-
tion of solid waste management.

� The remaining programs in the Department of Conservation
(concerning mine reclamation; farmland and open space
conservation; oil, gas, and geothermal resources; and geo-
logical mapping).

; The LAO’s recommended reorganization of the state’s recycling
and waste management programs (solid and hazardous waste)
is as follows:

; We recommend the Legislature consider options for transferring
remaining (nonrecycling) functions in Department of Conserva-
tion to other state agencies.

; The LAO-recommended reorganization proposal would gener-
ate $2 million in special fund savings by eliminating the CIWMB
and its board structure.
